Ourtrue women
feel that they now fuldl the nighest and noblest
functlong o God's ceatures, and that cneir
sphere has no superior i purity, usefuluess, and
complinnce with the laws ol nature, Mr. Beacher
has asked: —*'Will yon, wlLo are willing to give
the elective frauchise to the negro, retuse it to
vour mothers, wives, slstors, and daughiers ¥
We answer that the mothers, wives, sisters,
and daughters of the republic are busy under
their domestic roofs, and have neither lewsure
nor inclination to assume additonal responsi-
bilities. Since the world bvgan they have been
gpared the infliction of parucipation in the rade
experiences of polivieal lile, and what have they
pone, whercin they huve sinned beyond those
of their sex that lived beore them that they
thould now be dragged into an arena where
wmbition ned avarice are the incentives and cor-
ruption the weapon of the conflict? We know
that there are minislers of the Gospel who
peelect their spered dutles to sdvance partisan
interests; but the wowmen ol our country under-
stand their mission better, and more highly ap-
preciate the value to socleiy or ite conscienflons
tulfilment, They will not leave the cradles
where thelr infants slumber, to wingle wish the
crowds that shout and swesar at the hustings;

And how
cun their iathers, husbands, brothers, and sons
wchieve for them s more besutiful, a holier, o
purer ministration than that which, since Bve
wept for her Abel, and more bitter tears for the
crime of her first-born, hss been the destiny of
woman? Do what you can, Beechers, Tiltons,
Wendell Phillipses, and besides all the femaule
udyocates of “Woman's Rip nts™ who neither re-
present the wishes nor the interests of their sex,
you cannot beguile our women from thelr
domestic sphere, nor dnve them into the
political world to be degiuved and detiled by
coutact with Its corruptio.
